'87 Was The Year Of the AuSable River

1987 was a year where the AuSable River 
was the center of controversy over a 
Natural Resources Commission ruling that 
would have forbidden anglers to keep any 
fish on an eight mile portion of the stream. 

After a court decision halting the ruling, 
the commission imposed restrictions on 
building along the banks of the stream un- 
der its Natural Rivers Plan. 

A look back at the year finds it to be full of 
National Guard news as well as new indus- 
try announcements and changes at Mercy 
Hospital. What follows is'a look at the year’s 
highlights. 


FEBRUARY

Mercy Hospital Auxiliary 
Gives *9,525 Present 


A generous Christmas gift 
was given to Mercy Hos- 
pital’s administrator this 
month when the Mercy Hos- 
pital Auxiliary presented 
Robert Maher with a check 
for $9,525 to purchase new 
medical equipment. Pres- 
ident of the Auxiliary, Shir- 
ley Schonhoff, made the pre- 
sentation to Maher following 
the Auxiliary’s December 
meeting. , 

Each year the Auxiliary 
holds a variety of fund 
raising events with the pro- 
ceeds dedicated to pur- 
chasing new medical equip- 
ment for the hospital. Some. 
of the biggest fund raisers 
this year included the annual 
Tag Day Sale in July, the Sil- 


’ yer Tea and Bazaar in Octo- 


ber, and the Milltown Gift 
Table and Bake Sale. Profits 
from the Auxiliary’s Gift 
Shop located at the hospital 
are also contributed to the 
annual donation. 

This year the Auxiliary 
Board voted to purchase four 
different items at Mercy. 
The Emergency Room will 
benefit from a new Life Pac 
6 monitor and defibrillator at 
a cost of $6,975. The monitor/ 
defibrillator is used in emer- 
gency resuscitation proce- 
dures, particularly those pa- 
tients suffering from heart 
attack or severe trauma. 
The monitor projects a read- 
ing of the patient’s heart 
rate, while the defibrillator 
can shock the patient back to 
life. 


In addition, the Auxiliary 
purchased a 30-quart verti- 
cal food mixer for the 
Dietary Department at a 
cost of $2,400. Over the past 
several years the Dietary 
staff has prepared many 
delicious goodies for the 
Auxiliary in their bake sale 
fund raising efforts. Also, 
the Auxiliary purchased an 
AccuCheck II glucose moni- 
tor for the Diabetes Educa- 
tion Department.

Drive Against Illiteracy 
Started in County

A grant of $1,000 from the Michigan De- 
partment of Education will be used to help 
reduce the number of adult illiterates in 
Crawford County. 

According to Phyllis Brummer, a literacy 
tutor, and Elizabeth Jackson, of the Craw- 
ford AuSable School Adult Extended Learn- 
ing Center, some of the money will be used 
to hold a two-day training course for volun- 
teer tutors in Grayling on January 20-21. 
Brummer said that the course will be an in- 
tensive 12-hour session with about 25 adult 
volunteers from Crawford and Roscommon 
Counties. 

The training session and subsequent work 
with illiterate people is the result of a meet- 
ing held earlier this month with representa- 
tives from education, social services and 
general public: Jackson said that without 
any concentrated effort to find persons who 
cannot read and write, they have already 
identified eight individuals. Brummer point- 
ed out that she now works on a one to one 
basis with some of those identified. 

Brummer said that 20 percent of the pop- 
ulation of the U.S. cannot read, cannot com- 
plete a job application, a voter proposal, or 


drivers license test. She noted that 40 per- 
cent of teenage mothers are unable to read 
directions for making a baby’s formula and 
15 percent of those who register with the 
DSS did not graduate from high school. 

Jackson noted that the local high school 
dropout rate is far below the national 
average but agreed that the illiteracy prob- 
lem here still exists. Brummer said that one 
lady with whom she is now working is in her 
40’s and one on the waiting list is 39. 

In the interim period prior to the training 
of the volunteer tutors, the ladies are 
searching for additional individuals who 
would like to learn to read and write. Brum- 
mer said that they will be placed on a wait- 
ing list until a tutor can be assigned to them. 

The location of tutoring sessions will be 
arranged as will the time for each student 
and teacher. Jackson can be reached at 
Grayling High School and by telephone 
while schools are in session at 348-5459, 
Brummer can be reached by telephone at 
348-2351. They ask that persons reading the 
article and knowing of a person who would 
like to have tutoring, inform them of the 
availability of the lessons and assist them in 
making contact. .

tors. 

The military will pay $550,000 for repaving 
the north-south runway at the Grayling Air- 
port. 
A DNR survey finds few trout in the 
Manistee River. 

The county has proposed fee hikes for the 
continuation of the ambulance service after 
its millage request was turned down by the 
voters. 

The Grayling Housing Commission has re- 


ceived a $283,000 grant for renovation of its 
public housing. 

The DNR refused to trade land it has 
leased to the military in Crawford County 
for land in Kalkaska County.

NOVEMBER

more fines. 

A lawsuit brought by the AuSable/Man- 
istee Action Council seeks to prevent the 
military from allowing National Guard 
from other states to use the Camp Grayling 
property. 

Mercy Hospital President Robert Maher 
resigns his position to take a similar one in 
New Jersey.

COBRA Provides Continuation 
of Group Health Insurance

Employees of private com- 
panies and state and local 
governments are covered by 
this new law.

Except in cases of 
dismissal for gross miscon- 
duct, terminated employees 
and their dependents have 
the option toe continue group 
health insurance coverage. 
They may do so, at their own 
expense, for up to 18 months. 

— Have reduced your 
work hours. Employees 
whose work hours are cut by 
their employer to less than 
the number required for 
group insurance eligibility 
have the option to continue 
group health insurance for 
themselves and their depen- 
dents for 18 months or until

Task Force Recommends : 
Voter Registration Network

Michigan continues in compliance with the 
national speed limit law, State Transporta- 
tion Director James P. Pitz said recently. 
Michigan had stood to lose $12.6 million 
annually in federal highway funds if more 


than half of all drivers exceeded the speed _ 


limit, but the 49.7 percent figure keeps the 


state just below the 50 percent ceiling, Pitz 


said. 
Pitz said the compliance this year is due 


mainly to the increase in the volume of traf- _ 
fice on rural major highways, as.aportion af; 


total highway traffic. Motorists on those 
highways generally drive slower than those 
on freeways, he said. 

“About 90 percent of motorists on rural in- 
terstate freeways drove over 55 mph, about 
the same as last year, and on urban inter- 
states the proportion of speeders actually in- 
creased,” Pitz said. ‘However, more 
drivers on lesser highways observed the 
speed limit.” : 

The Michigan Department of Transporta- 
tion monitors speeds year-round at 44 sta- 
tions on all types of highways signed for 55 
mph. This year, it checked about 954,000 
vehicles statewide in a 12-month period that 
ended September 30. 

Michigan’s 720 miles of rural interstates 
will be excluded from the 1987-88 monitoring 
because the speed limit on these routes went 
-wp to 65 mph on November 29, Pitz added.

We covered the planting of grayling on the 
AuSable River at Mio and the Manistee 
River at the M-72 bridge. 

Once again the chance to fly in a helicop- 
ter came along, this time with the military, 
Each summer they hold a media dzy and

Many cases of hypo- 
thermia—a potentially deadly 
loss of warmth in the body’s 
core—occur in moderately 
cold temperatures. Particu- 
larly vulnerable are small 
children, whose bodies lose 
heat faster than adults’ bodies 
do; the elderly, who are often 
undernourished or on medi- 
cations that alter the body’s 
temperature response; peo- 
ple with underactive thyroids; 
the unusually slender; dieters; 
and alcoholics. 

To avoid hypothermia: eat 
properly, wear appropriate 
clothing, stay dry, avoid 
alcohol, prevent dehydra- 
tion, and know the effects 
of drugs.

Caring for Septic Systems 


We recently purchased a house in the country that is on 
some sort of septic system, and since we’ve always lived in 
the city I don’t know anything about it, Is it a cesspool or a 
septic tank? What’s the difference? Also, what should I keep 
from going into the system? ; 

There isn’t any way to tell if you have a cesspool or a septic 
tank without digging it up to check. But if you can see where 
lines have been dug and covered over (they might be slightly 
sunken) you probably have a septic tank. That is the dif- 
ference between the two. A cesspool is an open system, it 18 
nothing more than a tank in the ground with holes in it. As 
the waste enters the tank, it is spread out by the tank to the 
area around it and absorbed into the ground. A septic tank, 
on the other hand, is a closed system. Waste enters the tank 
and is broken down into liquid. The liquid then exits the tank 
and goes to one or more distribution boxes, where it is 
dispersed into a septic field. (Those are the lines you can 
sometimes spot in your yard.) 

In either case, it is important to keep several things out of 
a your waste system, because they either won’t break down or 
F —_ they will damage or kill the bacteria that breaks solids into 
® liquids. Some of these common items are: disposable 
B. diapers, cigarette butts, anything plastic, coffee grounds, 
&. paints, furniture polish, bleach or harsh chemicals and cat 
& litter, Remember this is only a partial list. Common sense 
can tell you what or what not to flush into your system. If

Matthew contrasts 
the attitude of the Magi with 
that of Herod. On one side 
there are people who are 
searching; on the other side 
there is a ruler who is blind- 
ed by self-interest and pride. 
Christ’s kingship does not 
belong to this world, but of 
His Father’s Kingdom. 

The adoration of the Magi, 
coming to the feet of the 
Child Jesus, tells us that if 
we want to recognize God we 
must desire holiness, justice, 
love and peace. On the con- 
trary, Herod’s example 
shows that when the heart is 
full of ambition, harshness 
and injustice, the mind is 
Struck with blindness. 

' Why did the leaders of the 
people and the scribes, after 
_ Biving the right information 
"to find Jesus, not bother 
going in search of the ‘King 
of the Jews?’ No doubt they

did not. take the search of the 
Magi seriously. They proba- 
bly reasoned that the Magi 
were fanatics, where they 
were the heads of the people. 
Most of them sincerely de- 
sired to be faithful to God, 
but they put between them- 
Selves and God some 
theories, reasonings and 
human. convictions which 
closed their minds to any- 
thing that was unheard of or 
unexpected. 


Such is the case also of 
members of any system who 
refuse to open their minds 
through humble prayer. The 
more we fill our minds with 
intellectual knowledge the 
more we must balance it 
with knowledge from the 
heart. This means an open- 
ness to God’s interventions 
which He wants us to believe 
and act upon. 

The Jewish leaders did not 
recognize Jesus because 
they wanted a Messiah ac- 
cording to their own ideas, a 
man who would appear with 
the prestige, power, intelli- 
gence and action to rule a 
country. The historical fact 
is that the Messiah mani- 
fested Himself with the 
features of a poor child. The 
question is where do you 
seek Jesus?
